Loss of tax revenues 


may alter operations

Imagine that the Placentia Library 
was open only three days, and when 
residents could get in the door the se- 
lection of new books is diminished. 

This isn’t anything new for library 
administrators. They've been imagin- 
ing this scenario ever since state law- 
makers threatened to tap into property 
tax revenue used to fund library dis- 
tricts. 

The library could stand to lose 20 
percent of its operating budget, ac- 
cording to one official. 

Administrators of the library 
which is supported only on property 
tax revenue collected in Placentia 
aren’t taking the threat sitting down. 
In fact, the library’s director and pres- 
ident spent the past week lobbying in 
Sacramento to help maintain the 
amount of money they get each year. 

Library Director Elizabeth Minter, 
who met with state Sen. John Lewis, R- 
Orange, and Assemblyman Ross John- 
son, R-Fullerton, on Tuesday, said 
time might be running out. 

“It's really scary, public libraries as 
we know it can be changed dramatical- 
ly in this state for a long time,” said 
Minter. ‘‘We’re talking major cuts. We 
need to keep the message alive to keep 
our funding sources.” 

She wants lawmakers grappling 
with the state budget to come up with 
“funding sources that will take the 
place for what we are going to lose.’’ 

The Placentia Library District’s 
main source of funding is local proper- 
ty taxes. Unlike other libraries, Pla- 
centia’s receives no other funds to aug- 
ment its budget.

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District won't back } 
certifying report

Placentia Yorba Linda Unified 
School District officials will not 
support certifying a draft environ- 
mental report on the proposed Dis- 
neyland Resort project in Ana- 
heim. 

“We are alarmed and puzzled by 
the city’s cursory response to the 
district’s comments and the com- 
plete lack of analysis to support its 
conclusion that the project’s im- 
pacts upon the district shall be in- 
significant and speculative,’’ said 
Mike Bailey, the district’s facili- 
ties planning director. 

“The city’s analysis of the pro- 
ject’s potential impact upon the 
district is utterly devoid of factual 
analysis regarding the district’s 
current enrollment and facilities 
needs, the number of students gen- 
erated by the project, the district’s 
ability to absorb these additional 
students and the financial im- 
pacts,” Bailey said. 

Based on a projected 3,440 hotel 
rooms, Bailey said the Disneyland 
project could generate an addition-

al 214 students. That estimate in- 
creases to 285 students for a 4,600- 
hotel room projection. 

If the lower estimate becomes 
reality, Bailey said the district 
would have to spend $3.4 million in 
1993 dollars for new facilities to 
house the extra students. 

When annual inflation costs 
through the estimated four-year 
construction period are factored 
in, district costs increase to $5.5 
million for 214 students, Bailey 
said. 


If the project results in 285 new 
students, Bailey said the would 
have to spend $5.5 million in 1993 
dollars, which could increase to 
$7.3 million when inflation is in- 
cluded. 


School officials take 
their case to planners

The Westcot theme park, which 
Walt Disney Co. officials say will 
offer children an educational, mul- 
ticultural experience, continues to 
face opposition from local school 
districts. 

Agencies challenging Disney’s 
estimate of the number of children 
the project will generate reiterated 
their concerns last week at the 
Planning Commission’s public 
hearing. 

“The ‘Anaheim City School Dis- 
trict has run out of room to teach 
our children,” said Celia Dougher- 
ty, Anaheim City School District 
board president. 

She said all 21 elementary 
schools are overcrowded, forcing 
the district to convert trailers into 
makeshift classrooms. ‘‘We have 
no money, and we see no relief in 
the future.” 

State law requires developers to 
pay school districts 27 cents for 
each square foot of new construc- 
tion. For the Disneyland Resort, it 
amounts to $2.5 million — money 
that would be split between the ele- 
mentary and Anaheim Union High 
School districts. 


Dougherty asked commissioners 
to consider placing conditions on 
Disney that would require the com- 
pany to chip in more money for 
schools, but Assistant City Attor- 
ney Selma Mann said the commis- 


sion can’t legally do that. 

“It’s the position of this office 
that the city cannot deny a develop- 
er based on the adequacy of school 
facilities, nor impose regulations,” 
she said. 

The environmental impact re- 
port for the Disneyland Resort, 
which was prepared by Michael 
Brandman Associates and paid for 
by Disney, estimates that 149 ele- 
mentary and 31 high school stu- 
dents will have to be absorbed by 
school districts in Anaheim. 

That compares to two studies 
done for the school districts that 
estimate as many as 2,611 stu- 
dents. 


Disney officials maintain the dis- 
tricts’ studies fail to realize that 
most Disneyland Resort jobs will 
be held by students who live 
throughout Orange County — not 
principal wage earners who relo- 
cate their families near their work. 


The discrepancy angered Plan- 
ning Commissioner Phyllis Boyd-

But Marshall Krupp, a consul- 
tant hired by the school districts to 
calculate the impact of the Disney- 
land Resort, said, ‘The issue of 
schools has been forgotten, even 
after all the evidence that’s been 
cited to show our position.”

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Council agrees to grant $5,000 to chamber

Strapped with past-due bills and 
members delinquent on member- 
ship dues, the Chamber of Com- 
merce received some help from 
the City Council that might put the 
business organization on the right 
track. 

Council members on Tuesday 


approved a one-time grant of $5,000 
in an attempt to keep the chamber 
from closing its doors. Leaders of 
the 69-year-old business organiza- 
tion told council members on April 
20 that money problems could lead 
to its closure or a serious curtail- 
ment of programs. 


The emergency funding will en- 
sure the chamber’s survival until it 
can come up with a plan to bail 


itself out, according to one official. 

“Our need is for past bills that 
threaten our immediate success,” 
said Dave Musgrove, the cham- 
ber’s executive director. ‘‘Our re- 
quest has been put to the amount of 
need.” 


The entire City Council did not 
agree with the request. The vote 
was 3-2 with Councilmen John 
Tynes and Norman Eckenrode vot- 


ing no. They believed the grant is 
inappropriate because of the city’s 
own budget problems. 


The city has been bracing for 
drastic cuts — including a $1 mil- 
lion cut in property taxes — al- 
ready threatened by state lawmak- 
ers. That was one reason the coun- 
cil on April 20 shelved a proposal to 
give the chamber a $20,000 grant. 

‘We have put off projects here in

Library workers 
help man in need 


Family left with 
nothing after fire

Henry Guzman stared reluctant- 
ly at a plate of cake, sluggishly 
dragging his fork back-and-forth 
through the white icing. 

The former Placentia resident 
has been too upset to eat since a 
fire ripped through the Santa Ana 
apartment he shared with his wife 
and three children. Left with noth- 
ing, his hometown library held a 
benefit luncheon Friday to lend a 
hand. 


“This (luncheon) is being held 
for me, but I can’t even eat,” said 
Guzman, 32, who has been working 
the graveyard shift as a mechanic 
to save money to buy a home. 

“T haven’t been able to eat since 
the fire. Even though ... I can’t ex- 
plain how proud this makes me to 
be a part of this community,”’ he 
said. 


All Guzman’s mother had to do 
was tell her co-workers at the Pla- 
centia Library about the tragedy 
and within days the luncheon was 
planned. All together, the benefit 
ae more than $500 for the fam- 
ily.

Esther Guzman said it just 
shows how much the community 
cares about one of its own. Her son, 
daughter-in-law and _ grandchil- 
dren now share her three-bedroom 
house in the city. 

“T was so touched that the people 
really do care,”’ said a teary-eyed 
Esther Guzman, who works in the 
children’s section. ‘This library 
has backed us up all the way ... of- 
fering encouragement and helping 
out with whatever they can. I'll 
never forget this.” 

Those who attended the lun- 
cheon, which comprised mostly of 
workers at the Placentia Civic 
Center, also donated goods to the 
benefit. 

By the end of the day, a small 
table designated for donations was 
crammed with blankets, clothes, 
shoes, stuffed animals, games and 
other merchandise. 

Henry Guzman said he might 
have died during the April 12 blaze. 

Guzman’s 11-year-old daughter, 
Jessica, woke him up from a nap 
after he returned from his night 
job. Clouds of smoke was emanat- 
ing from the ceiling, which was al- 
ready glowing from hot embers, he 
said. 

The fire was started when work- 
ers using a blow torch accidentally 
ignited a bush, he said. All 42 units 
in the complex were destroyed, but 
no one was injured.

Using a razor blade 
to etch their initials into a near- 
by window? Scribbling with 
thick magic markers on the 
sidewalk? 

Quick — call the Placentia Po- 
lice Department because you 
could rake in $500 if the tip leads 
to the tagger’s arrest and con- 
viction. The new reward pro- 
gram was approved Tuesday by 
the City Council as a way to cut 
down on the city’s graffiti prob- 
lems. 

“This is an important part of 
our ability to fight graffiti, it 
gives us the tools to do so,”’ said 
City Administrator Bob D'A- 
mato. 

The new incentive is an 
amendment to the city’s exist- 
ing graffiti law. 

Cities such as Fullerton, Ana- 
heim and Brea have been using 
it for the past several years. All 
three cities estimate they shell 
out between $2,000 and $3,000 to 
run the program each year. 


Though that may sound like a 
lot of money, it might just be 
what’s needed to reduce the es- 
timated $120,000 a year spent on 
removing graffiti, according to 
D’Amato. 


Mourners recall woman presumed dead in Waco siege

The last words of remembrance 
faded into the cathedral ceiling of 
the Fullerton Seventh-day Advent- 
ist Church on Saturday, and the 
eyes of the mourners turned to a 
television monitor near the pulpit. 

Video snapshots filled the 
screen: Sherri Jewell as a girl, 
mugging as the mascot of a high 
school marching band. Then as a 
ad embracing her daughter, 

ri. 


These happy images were a 
sharp contrast to the fiery, tele- 
vised destruction of the Branch 
Davidian compound near Waco, 
Texas, where Jewell lived. It is be- 
lieved that she died there, at age 
43, on April 19. 

Federal agents continue to sift 
through the remains of the com- 
pound, trying to match charred 
bodies with dental records. 

The nearly 100 mourners on Sat- 
urday assumed that Jewell’s life 
ended tragically there, along with 


other cult members. 


During the service, many of 
Jewell’s friends said media reports 
about cult members conflicted 
with their personal recollections. 

“She was not a Jekyll-and-Hyde, 
like the media makes (Branch Da- 
vidians) out to be,” said Mary 
Gold, who taught with Jewell at 
Kraemer Junior High School. 

“We just don’t have the answers 
to what went on in the last year of 
her life ... But, I do know she was 
dedicated to her daughter, dedicat- 
ed to teaching and to people who 
needed help,”’ she said.

Lynette Rodriguez, a counselor 
who works for the Placentia Yorba 
Linda Unified School District, re- 
called the last time she saw Jewell 
at school. 

“After school the day she left I 
went to say good bye... She told 
me she was leaving for Texas. I 
didn’t ask why,”’ Rodriguez said. 
“Teachers are vulnerable, too.”’ 

Others recalled Jewell’s good na- 
ture and a smile that would “‘light 
up the room.’”’ They remembered 
her dedication to keeping teen- 
agers off drugs and out of gangs. 


Some mourners touched on the 
close relationship she had with 
Kiri, now 12, who moved to Michi- 
gan after Jewell’s ex-husband won 
a bitter custody battle last year. 

Jewell’s mother, Ruth Mosher, 
sat silently in the back pew. Her 
hands tightly clenching a tissue, 
Mosher often bowed her head dur- 
ing the ceremony. 

“T’m going to miss her,”’ said a 
teary-eyed Mosher, who shared 
her Anaheim Hills home with her

percent of its members did not pay 
their dues, which range from $150 
to $300 a year.

The state budget proposed for 
next year by Gov. Pete Wilson and 
supported by the Assembly shifts 
an additional $2.6 billion in local 
government revenue — mostly 
property tax — to the state. 

If this shift occurs, Placentia Li- 
brary District would permanently 
lose an additional $254,000 from its 
property tax allocation. In two 
years it would total $381,000 or 34 
percent of its operating budget. 

Library administrators are lob- 
bying state legislators for another 
special assessment tax to take the 
place of the lost property tax. How- 
ever, any new assessments would 
be put to a vote within the city. 

Last year the state siphoned 11 
percent of the library’s budget — 
about $128,000. The result was the

Local businesses trading goods 
and services abroad might be just 
the ticket to retain commerce in 
Placentia. 

At least that’s what Councilman 
Mike Maertzweiler believes. 

He got the idea after attending a 
symposium on what cities can do to 
help promote business. Now he’s 
trying the idea out through a new 
committee designed to promote 
imports and exports. 

Maertzweiler, members of the 
Irvine-based World Trade Center 
and representatives of the city’s 
business community met Friday 
for the first meeting of the Interna- 
tional Trade Expansion Commit- 
tee. 

“This panned out to be a better 
thing than we ever thought,” said 
Maertzweiler, who began working 
on the committee about two 
months ago. 

“Not only did (the World Trade

Founded in 1987 for parents and 
professionals, the Florida-based, 
non-profit organization chartered 
an Orange County chapter in Jan- 
uary. 

And with soaring interest in the 
media, more attention is avail- 
able for inattention. 

ADD, a neurologically based 
disorder recognized in 1902 by 
British doctor George Still, is 
characterized by symptoms of in- 
attention, impulsivity and some- 
times hyeractivity. Most children 
show symptoms before age 7. Au- 
thorities figure the ADD children 
comprise nearly 3 percent to 5 
percent of the school-age popula- 
tion with boys outnumbering 
girls. . 

Walker said she first suspected 
her daughter suffered ADD at age 
3 when the child had meaningless 
responses to her parents’ direc- 
tions. By kindergarten, spacial 
problems emerged. 

When her younger son reached 
age 4, Walker realized his con- 
stant curiosity was actually over- 


activity. He was hitting children, 
having trouble sharing and taking 
his turn. 

Not all parents, however, rec- 
ognize the early symptoms. 

Orange behavorial pediatrician 
Dr. Martin Baren said he diag- 
nosed a 21-year-old last month 
who had been in and out of juve- 
nile hall and jail. ‘‘With medica- 
tion and counseling, we’ll be able 
to turn around one horror-strick- 
en mother’s son.”’ 

Baren, who has a caseload of 
1,500 ADD patients, said the chil- 
dren normally don’t outgrow the 
disorder. Of those who suffer ac- 
companying hyperactivity, one- 
third get into serious trouble. 

Cypress College psychology 
professor Bob Lee said a large 
number of ADD cases go undiag- 
nosed because children live with 
a dysfunctional family. Their be- 
havior is blamed on poor parent- 
ing or teaching, he added. 

“Tn 60 percent of the cases, the 
disorder continues through adult- 
hood,’’ Lee said. ‘And about 28 
percent of those are alcoholics, 


The planning graph below is a forecast of the daily probability of dry or rainy 
weather throughout the month.

using liquor as self-medication.” 

Lee warned, however, that hy- 
peractivity must not be confused 
with hypomania, an overactive 
disorder where children run from 
task to task but remain focused. 

“Many times hypomania is 
misdiagnosed because a lot of 
doctors suffer from the disor- 
der,”’ Lee said. 

Walker, who conceded it’s diffi- 
cult to find baby sitters or under- 
standing teachers for ADD chil- 
dren, found the local CH.A.D.D. 
support group a godsend. ‘‘When 
we think we have problems, we 
sit in the group and listen to the 
mother of four boys with ADD 
whose marriage failed or the par- 
ent of five with three on medica- 
tion.” 

Noting teachers play an essen- 
tial role in helping ADD children 
feel comfortable in the class- 
room, the support group launched 
a Teacher Recognition Program. 
The first award will be presented 
May 11 to James Solis in Santa 
Ana.

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Trying times while on jury duty

or some inexplicable rea- 

son, I had been able to go 

my entire adult life with- 
out ever being called for jury 
duty. 

Until last week. 

Through the years, I had heard 
the stories of friends and co-work- 
ers who had been summoned. 

For some, jury duty was 
marked by long stretches of bore- 
dom, sitting for a day with a good 
book in a futile attempt at mak- 
ing the hours go by quickly. 

For others, jury duty was 
marked by frequent trips to vari- 
ous courtrooms as judges and at- 
torneys sought 12 average citizens 
to play their part in our system of 
justice. 

And for all of them, jury duty 
was a drawn-out process marked 
by frequent call-ins to see if they 
were needed or regular trips to 
the courthouse. 

At the beginning of this year, 
however, jury service changed. 
Now, prospective jurors in Or- 
ange County either serve for one 
trial or spend one day waiting to 
get on a case. 

Those who don’t make a jury 
by the end of the day are given 
their leave. No more calls. No 
more return engagements before 
a judge. 

Seeing how I am writing this, 
it’s obvious I didn’t make it. 

But, I did come close. So close, 
in fact, that I was almost certain 
I would be selected. 

My day began at 8 a.m. at the

Orange County Courthouse in 
Santa Ana. 

After a run-through of the fair- 
ly self-explanatory rules, a pep 
talk by a judge and a video fea- 
turing Fess Parker extolling the 
virtues of service, we were told to 
help ourselves to coffee — 25- 
cents a cup — while we wait to be 
called. 

I didn’t have long to wait. 

I was in the coffee line when 
my juror group number was 
called. So much for coffee. 

I joined about 40 other people 
who were heading up to a court- 
room for what turned out to be a 
medical malpractice case. 

After about 30 minutes milling 
about the hallway, we were led 
into the courtroom. The marshal 
told us the case was expected to 
last about nine days and handed 
out forms for people who thought 
that would be a hardship. 

I joined about a dozen or so 
people who took one and we again 
waited while the judge, still in his 
chambers, reviewed our requests. 

About 10 people were sent back 
to the jury room — I had to stay 
— and were replaced by 10 oth- 
ers, two of whom also received 
waivers from the case and were 
sent back to try to get on another 
trial. 

Once the judge entered the 
courtroom, things began to move 
rather quickly. 

He introduced the attorneys, 
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read off a list of prospective wit- 
nesses and asked us if we knew 
any of the parties involved in the 
case. 

One prospective juror not only 
knew one of the witnesses, but 
worked for the HMO being sued. 

However, he was one of those 
chosen, at random, by the court 
clerk when the first 12 prospects 
were asked to sit in the jury box. 

I was also one of those pros- 
pects. 

After taking my place (I found 
out at the end of the day, I was 
juror No. 9), I listened as the 
judge questioned the group en 
masse and asked individual fol- 
low ups to those who raised their 
hands in response to one of his 
questions. 

Then we heard a short state- 
ment from the plaintiff’s attorney 
before he began questioning us. 

At first, it was slow going. Only 
four jurors had been questioned 
before the lunch break — one of 
whom was excused immediately. 

After lunch, however, things 
seemed to pick up. 

When I finally got around to be- 
ing questioned, it was almost a 
relief. 

The plaintiff’s attorney asked 
me what I did for a living — I 
was one of the few people who 
wasn’t, or wasn’t married to, an 
engineer — then asked the gener- 
al questions that had been asked 
each juror.

Is a new Social Security 
plan being devised? 


Social Security, that politi- 
cally engineered supplemental 
retirement insurance policy 
that was to help give Ameri- 
cans some peace of mind in 
their senior years, has become 
more of a revenue enhancing 
program for the “good old boy 
(and girl) network’’ on Capitol 
Hill. Social Security is typical 
of the kinds of social engineer- 
ing politicians produce in ef- 
forts to endear themselves to 
the people. 

Social Security also is one of 
the most abused programs of- 
fered by the feds, and one of 
the most costly to the real pro- 
ducers in American society — 
workers in private sector jobs. 
Many government workers are 
not forced to ‘‘contribute’’ to 
the Social Security system. So- 
cial Security is punched 
around, kicked, stolen from, 
and is a forced lender that 
helps the federal government 
pay its growing indebtedness. 

Congressional tinkering with 
Social Security is nothing new. 
So it comes as no surprise that 
the new ‘‘clique’’ on Capitol 
Hill wants to do more of the 
same. What is a surprise is 
President Clinton’s announced 
intentions of doing some tin- 
kering of his own. 

The self-ordained ‘‘tax-the- 
rich” president first reported 
plans to increase taxes on the 
elderly receiving Social Securi- 
ty benefits by reducing the 


amount of income on which se- 
niors must pay taxes. He was 
made aware in no uncertain 
terms that many seniors were 
living at or below poverty level 
— their fixed incomes barely 
enough to be called survival in- 
come. Clinton got the message 
and backed off — for now. 

Clinton has another Social 
Security card trick up his 
sleeve — one that should scare 
many folks nearing the ages of 
62 or 65, the ages at which 
Americans can begin drawing 
on their supplemental retire- 
ment insurance policy. 

What Clinton wants to do, if 
he can get the blessing of Con- 
gress, is to increase the age at 
which Americans can begin re- 
ceiving retirement payments 
from the Social Security sys- 
tem. It appears he wants to 
raise the age to 65 for early re- 
tirement and 67 for later re- 
tirement. 

If Clinton gets his way, it 
will put many Americans who 
have been mapping their re- 
tirement plans, into a quanda- 
ry. Many people will continue 
to work well beyond the years 
they perceived for retirement. 

We have been led to believe 
Social Security ‘‘saved the 
day” for most Americans. For 
some, this may be true. But 
for the vast majority, Social 
Security has been a flop. And

Proposed school boundaries burden some 


Recently, a committee appoint- 
ed by the superintendent of the Pla- 
centia Yorba Linda Unified School 
District presented attendance area 
boundaries which we feel place 
undo burden on the northwest Pla- 
centia schools. 

The charge of the committee, 
among other things, was to pro- 
mote better utilization of schools 
and reduce busing while causing a 
“minimal amount of educational 
and social disruption.”’ 

We object to the report on two 
grounds. First, there was inade- 
quate representation of the north- 
western portion of Placentia. The 


committee was comprised of five 
district employees and seven par- 
ents. Of those parents, three repre- 
sented Yorba Linda elementary 
schools, one is an Anaheim parent, 
one is a Valencia High School par- 
ent and one is a community mem 
ber from the El Dorado High 
School attendance area. 


The committee presented nine 
scenarios for changing boundaries. 
Seven of them involved only Pla- 
centia schools and left Yorba Lin- 
da schools untouched. 


Our second objection is that the 
scenarious impacted a change in 


ethnic balance only in northwest- 
ern Placentia. If ethnic balance is 
a goal of the district why wasn’t 
Yorba Linda involved in the re- 
sponsibility of seeing that all chil- 
dren receive a fair and equitable 
education? 

We have organized a political ac- 
tion committee, RAPPS (Repect 
and Protect Public Schools) to 
fight the implementation of plans 
that affect the quality of education 
of the children in our community.

I responded to each of the ques- 
tions and he moved on. 

Then came the defendant's at- 
torney. He began his questioning 
with a woman seated to my right 
whose personal story made me 
think she would be excused. How- 
ever, she was still there when I 
left, as was the man who worked 
for the HMO. 

During what I thought was go- 
ing to be a follow-up to a question 
my neighbor was asked, I found 
myself taken aback when the at- 
torney asked me the question I 
assumed was going to her.

But, during the course of the 
day, I found myself becoming 
more interested in the process 
and the case itself sounded inter- 
esting and challenging. 

So it was a mixture of relief 
and disappointment that accom- 
panied me from the courthouse a 
little before 4 last Thursday after- 
noon. 

And, there was a sense that do- 
ing your civic duty really isn’t all 
that bad. 

In fact, it almost can be fun — 
well, at least interesting. 


The next time I’m summoned, I 
won’t be so reluctant to go.

The public dump accepts yard 
waste, wood, concrete, furniture 
and appliances. Charges to use the 
public dump vary depending on the 
amount and type of material 
brought in for disposal.

arading down Bradford 

Avenue in 1959 with his 

first-grade buddies, Jess 
Ramirez knew he was headed for 
adventure. Hundreds of picture 
books could transport him from 
Placentia Library to pirate 
caves, far-away lands or Oz. 
Reading wasn’t necessary; the 
bold, colorful drawings told him 
the story. 

Reading remained outside the 
big picture until three years ago 
when a Placentia Library litera- 
cy volunteer suggested 37-year- 
old Ramirez undergo testing for 
dyslexia. 

The advice changed his life. 

With help from the Dyslexia So- 
ciety and literacy tutor Doris 
Hand, Ramirez went on to com- 
plete five books, read half the Bi- 
ble and begin studies for his Gen- 
eral Education Diploma test. 

The personal achievements 
were documented in Ramirez's 
essay, ‘‘How the Library 
Changed My Life,”’ which took 
one of four top honors in the Pla- 
centia Library National Library 
Week Contest. 

Last week, Ramirez was joined 
by Yorba Linda residents Carolyn 
Hislop and Rosemary Pfortmiller 
and another Placentian, Christine 
Chao, at the library’s awards cer- 
emony. 

Ramirez recalled the difficult 
school years, and the times he 
had to convince potential employ- 
ers that his mechanical talents 
rather than book knowledge 
would make him acceptable on 
the job. 

“T had to drop out of high 
school in my senior year and float 
from job to job,’ Ramirez re- 
counted. ‘‘One tool company kept 
me for nearly 10 years until they 
closed down.”’ 

It was during a jobless time 
when he was ‘‘bummed out,” that 
Ramirez stopped by the Placentia 
Library and learned about the lit- 
eracy program. The opportunity 
to learn, he remembered, opened 
a new world to express himself in 
poetry and writing. 

Nowadays, Ramirez works as a 
part-time gardener at Yorba Lin- 
da Country Club, and has plans to 
enroll in Fullerton College’s horti- 
culture program.

childhood excursions to the li- 
brary. Raised in the Missouri 
Ozarks, she regularly accompa- 
nied her mother on the 20-mile 
drive to the nearest library in 
Clinton, Mo. 

“Andrew Carnegie told the peo- 
ple in Clinton that he would give 
money to build a library if they 
would donate the land,”’ Pfort- 
miller said. ‘We came to know it 
as the Carnegie Castle.” 

Intrigued by stories of courage, 
Pfortmiller checked out all the 
books she was allowed. Her de- 
scriptive account of the learning 
repository and its surroundings 
convinced library judges the Car- 
negie Castle had made a major 
impact on Pfortmiller’s future. 

Now attending Los Angeles 
Harbor College, the Yorba Linda 
woman is enrolled in art and 
writing courses. Pfortmiller said 
she has written a children’s book 
which she plans to illustrate. 

Pfortmiller’s husband and 
daughter, Sarah, a student at - 
Yorba Linda Middle School, were 
on hand to congratulate their 
mother. 

Christine Chao, a freshman at 


Sunny Hills High School in Fuller- 
ton, won accolades for her im- 
pressions of library life. Raised in 
Taiwan, she remembered Chinese 
libraries have less tables and 
work stations, but an abundance 
of research areas. 

Chao, whose older sister Steph- 
anie won honorable mention in 
the Placentia contest, said she 
particularly likes the Placentia 
Library for its quietness and 
large inventory of Cliff Notes. 

Last year, Chao passed the In- 
ternational Baccalaureate Pro- 
gram exam at Sunny Hills, allow- 
ing her to transfer from Placentia 
schools. 

In her prize-winning account, 
Chao said the library ‘‘has edu- 
cated, enlightened and enriched 
me in every part of my life.”’ 


Fourth-grader Carolyn Hislop 
wrote a fanciful essay, ‘‘The 
Child, The Library and The Mag- 
ic Book’’ to illustrate her love for 
the library. 


Hislop and Phillip Donnelly, 
who won honorable mention in the 
young people’s division, are 
fourth-grade classmates at the 


private Carden Country Day 
School in Fullerton. Once a 
month, Carden teachers transport 
their students to the Placentia Li- 
brary. 

Hislop’s mother, Jeanine, said 
her personal love for fantasy and 
science ficton has no doubt been 
the inspiration for Carolyn’s writ- 
ings. 

“T’ve also bought the American 
Girl Collection of stories and dolls 
for my three daughters, and it 
has stimulated learning,’’ Jeanine 
Hislop said. 

Peggy Dinsmore, president of 
the Placentia Library Board of 
Trustees who welcomed the essay 
winners, noted National Library 
Week was founded in the 1950s 
when Americans were spending 
more money on television and 
movies than books. 


Additional presenters were Pat 
Irot, Friends of the Library presi- 
dent; Saundra Stark, trustee sec- 
retary; Leslie Moreau, Literacy 
Volunteers of America, Placentia 
chapter president; and Dr. Susan 
Parman, professor at California

Most of us get nervous if we have 
to ‘‘do something” in front of other 
people. A 3-year-old, asked to re- 
cite the alphabet for grandpa, can 
become suddenly shy and scared 
and almost unable to move. The 
child recites the alphabet all day 
long, but in front of grandpa, called 
upon to perform, the child gets 
tense and clams up. 

We have variations on this expe- 
rience throughout our lives. Some- 
thing that we can do quite easily 
when we are relaxed, becomes a 
monster when we get tense about 
performing for others. 

Recently, a women described to 
me how she trembled and cried 
and felt terrified, all because she 
had to get up in front of a PTA 
meeting and give the treasurer’s 
report. Her ‘‘performance’”’ was 
over in three sentences. When she 
sat down again, she felt exhausted 
and relieved, as though she had 
just survived a life threatening 
danger. 

This woman, by the way, was 
president of her class in high 
school, president of her sorority in 
college, and thought of herself as 
quite comfortable talking in front 
of groups of people. She could only 
guess that spending the past 10 
years at home taking care of chil- 
dren had caused her self-confi- 
dence to disappear. 


Most of us do get more relaxed 
the more we do something, so we 
can expect that the third, fourth 
and fifth time this woman gives her 
treasurer’s report, she’ll get more 
and more comfortable, and maybe 
in a year or two, she’ll be president 
of the PTA. 


TALKING IT OVER 


The lesson in that story is not to 
let yourself be defeated by the fear. 
Some people will avoid potentially 
anxious situations for the rest of 
their lives. You can expect things 
to get easier with continued prac- 
tice. Usually, that’s what happens. 
But, there are people who continue 
to get scared, shaky, anxious and 
sweaty no matter how much they 
do something. 

Helen Hayes, that wonderful ac- 
tress, talks about her ‘‘stage 
fright,’ the severe anxiety she 
feels before every performance, 
even after more than 80 years as an 
actress. 

People who continue to get anx- 
ious, no matter how often they do 
something, may have an automat- 
ic nervous system that goes hay- 
wire. Medicines, like propanolol, 
can stop the sweating, trembling, 
shaky voice nausea and other bodi- 
ly reactions caused by the perfor- 
mance anxiety. 


But propanolol doesn’t stop the 
feeling of anxiety and the difficulty 
in thinking clearly. For that, a suf- 
ferer of performance anxiety 
would have to take a mild tranquil- 
izer like diazepam or chlordiaz- 
epoxide. The trick here is to take 
enough medicine to take the edge 
off the anxiety so you can think 
straight, but not to take so much 
medicine that you become drowsy 
or apathetic. 


The most popular way to deal 
with performance anxiety is to 
drink some alcohol. It’s quick and 
it’s effective in calming us down. 
The trouble is that many people 
come to rely on alcohol whenever

drinking problem can develop. 
It’s far better to try to deal with 
performance anxiety without the 
use of medicines or alcohol, be- 
cause so many people do get more 
relaxed and comfortable as they 
get more experience. Only those 
individuals whose nervous system 
doesn’t cooperate by relaxing with 
continued practice, should use 


medicines to handle the problem. 
And those people have to be careful 
they don’t develop a drug or alco- 
hol abuse problem. 

Here’s a highly effective, non- 
chemical suggestion for dealing 
with performance anxiety. Don’t 
keep it a secret. Talk about being 
anxious, openly, and _ without 
shame. It’s human, it’s under- 
standable, it’s OK to get anxious 


about doing something well. Most 
people find that the more they 
openly talk about being anxious, 
the more quickly the anxiety 
passes.

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Older people need 
care, understanding

When I was a youngster, I recall 
visiting my father’s aunt in a nurs- 
ing home. She was, as they said at 
the time, ‘‘senile.”” I remember 
how uneasy I felt when I looked at 
her. She sat so quietly. Her hands 
were very small, very thin. She 
was terribly fragile, almost bird- 
like. I also recall being afraid to 
touch her, much less kiss her cheek 
as I was supposed to do. I had this 
feeling that if I touched her, or 
kissed her too hard, she would sim- 
ply disintegrate. 


I had more or less put the memo- 
ry of that disturbing visit out of my 
mind (or so I thought) until recent- 
ly when I watched a documentary 
on the shocking rate of malnutri- 
tion among our nation’s elderly. I 
thought as I watched the film that 
if the scenes we were shown were 
those of children, the nation would 
— and rightly so— demand action. 
I also remembered — after so 
many years — my father asking 
one of the attendants if his aunt 
was eating enough. Apparently, he 
was also concerned with how thin 
she was. The attendant’s reply 
came back to me: ‘‘Old people 
don’t need much food. They’re bet- 
ter off eating less because they 
can’t digest too good (sic) any- 
more.” 


Of course, we know better today. 
Older people may require fewer 
calories than younger, more active 
folks do. But they still need to eat a

nutritionally sound diet. Unfortu- 
nately, for many seniors, the price 
for good, nourishing food can be 
more than income allows. For oth- 
ers, it may be physically difficult 
for them to prepare proper meals. 
There may also be physical prob- 
lems that create special dietary 
needs, such as diabetes and hyper- 
tension. 


We also need to recognize that 
we don’t know enough about the 
changing nutritional requirements 
for people who are living well into 
their 80s and 90s, and even beyond. 
And, we need to know more about 
how to reach undernourished se- 
niors as well as to learn how vari- 
ous factors of aging — including 
changes in taste, smell and mental 
condition — affect nutrient re- 
quirements. 


In March, the National Elder- 
care Institute on Nutrition held a 
Nutrition Research Conference — 
the first such scientific conference 
dedicated to the aging network. 
(The institute is a part of the Na- 
tional Eldercare Campaign funded 
by the Administration on Aging.) 
The participants focused on the on- 
going program to develop a strate- 
gic plan for senior nutrition and 
share the information with health 
care professionals who put it to 
work to improve the lives of our 
seniors.

SALMON IN TORTILLAS 
WITH SALSA CREAM 
AND AVOCADO 


¥, Cup prepared salsa, medium 
or spicy depending on taste 

¥%, cup diced fresh tomato 

¥, cup peeled, seeded and diced 
cucumber 

¥, Cup sour cream 

1% pound skinless salmon fillet 

1 ripe avocado 

4 ounce sprout of choice 
(radish, alfalfa, onion, etc.) 

4 flour tortillas (about 9 in.) 


1 packet fresh salsa spices 


Preheat oven to 425 degrees F. 
Wrap tortillas in foil. 

To make salsa cream, combine 
salsa, tomato, cucumber and sour 
cream. Season with salt and pepper 
if desired. 

Cut salmon filet into four equal por- 
tions and arrange in a baking dish. 
Brush the salmon with oil, sprinkle 
generously with salsa spices (you will 
not use the whole envelope). 

Put salmon and wrapped tortillas in 
preheated oven. Cook until salmon is 
done. The cooking time may be de- 
termined by using the rule of 10 min- 


utes of cooking time for every inch of 
the fillet’s thickness — e.g., a fillet 
that is % of an inch thick would cook 
for 7%2 minutes. 


While salmon is baking, peel, pit, 
and slice the avocado. Set aside. 
When salmon is done, unwrap the 
warm tortillas and lay them out on 
plates. Arrange one portion of 
salmon on each tortilla, top it with a 
generous spoonful of the salsa 
cream, followed by the sliced avo- 
cado and a small handful of sprouts.

My articles and booklet on Post 
Traumatic Stress Disorder have 
struck a responsive chord for 
many readers. Maybe it’s because 
the subject of child abuse has only 
recently become an open topic for 
discussion and scientific investiga- 
tion. The statistics are staggering 
— about one in four children is sex- 
ually abused and an overwhelming 
majority of children are physically 
and psychologically abused. 

It seems that a non-abusive 
childhood is the exception! That 
lucky person enters adulthood with 
high self-esteem, emotional open- 
ness, a positive regard for others 
and feeling entitled to good things 
in life. The rest of us are damaged 
goods. We are so afraid we'll be 
hurt that we defend ourselves 
against closeness, we try to be per- 
fect, we can’t relax and be happy. 
We get tense and on edge, irritable 
and critical, lonely and depressed. 

There are biological factors we 
inherit through our genes, and it 
matters whether we grow up ina 
slum in Los Angeles or a suburb in 
Connecticut. But the major cause 
of adults’ emotional problems is 
how we are treated as children. It’s 
as simple and clear cut as that. 

Here are ome quotes from your 
letters: 

A woman in Michigan — ‘‘There 
was sexual abuse in our family 
years ago, and now one member is 
accusing another of having a child 
and then burying the fact in her 
mind. The accused person remem- 
bers the abuse but not becoming 
pregnant and having a baby. It 
happened over 50 years ago. The 
accuser would like to know if she is 
a daughter or a sister to the other 
woman. Is it possible to forget hav- 
ing a child?” 

Amazingly, the answer is, yes.

TALKING IT OVER 


A man in California — ‘In your 
booklet on PTSD, you use the word 
‘awful’ 17 times. Child abuse cer- 
tainly is awful, and some of your 
case histories touched me deeply, 
but you could use a thesaurus and 
find words like terrible, appalling, 
dreadful and horrible to replace 
some of the awfuls.”’ 

You’re right. I’m much more ex- 
perienced as a doctor then I am as 
a writer. 

A woman in Texas — ‘‘My own 
story is much worse than anything 
you have written about so far. Am! 
that weird of bizarre? My stepfa- 
ther raped my sister and me from 
the time we were 5 years old. Our 
mother locked us in closets, beat 
us, made us think she had super- 
natural powers and could read our 
minds. Sometimes she would pun- 
ish us because she said she knew 
we were thinking bad thoughts. My 
sister and I have both been in men- 
tal hospitals. We get suicidal and 
depressed and we both hear voices 
telling us how terrible we are, and 
the end of the world is coming. 
We're still afraid of our parents. 
They deny that they ever did any- 
thing to us, and insist they were 
wonderful parents. The amazing 
thing is that I didn’t remeber any- 
thing about my childhood until I 
was almost 30 years old. Now, al- 
most every day I remeber some 
other awful thing that happened. I 
have nightmares and ‘flashbacks’ 
to being a child and feeling terri- 
fied. I cry a lot, I throw up, and I 
have physical pains that must go 
back to the sexual abuse. 

‘“My husband is supportive and 
he hates my parents, but some- 
times he thinks I’m exaggerating 
how awful things were, and maybe 
even imagining something that 
never happened. I wish that were

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Water pills no substitute 
for a well-balanced diet

Q. I have a teen-age daughter 
who has been taking water pills 
for about a year in order to lose 
weight. She says they are per- 
fectly safe. I had serious doubts 
about this and called her doctor. 
He told me she had been given a 
prescription for a small quanti- 
ty since he wanted her to use 
them for a short period. I have 
no idea where she has been get- 
ting the pills now, and I am wor- 
ried that they are not as safe as 
she thinks. 

A. Diuretics, or water pills, 
are drugs. All drugs should be 
taken with discretion and only 
for the period of time prescribed 
by the doctor. 

Despite your daughter’s as- 
surance that the drug is safe, 
the posibility that it is not safe 
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Tooth loss may 
cut dietary intake 


The digestive process starts with 
food intake into the mouth which is 
chewed and swallowed with the aid 
of the teeth, jaws and tongue, (masti- 
catory apparatus). 

Loss of teeth results in loss of 
chewing and grinding efficiency, of- 
ten leading to a limited dietary intake 
which excludes meat, fresh fruits and 
vegetables. 

As one progressively ages, the 
ability to digest food and absorb nutri- 
ents from the diet decreases. This is 
due to the diminished production of 
enzymes and other digestive juices 
which aid in the breakdown and 
movement of nutrients through the 
stomach and intestinal tract, and ulti- 
mately provide health and energy to 
body cells. 

According to a nationwide survey 
recently released in Washington, 
doctors and nurses say that “4 of 
their elderly patients are malnour- 
ished. These patients are often 
poorly nourished because they are 
without teeth or wear painfully ill-fit- 
ting dentures. Their decreased chew- 
ing efficiency, together with a 
diminished digestive system, makes 
them a walking bull's-eye for dis- 
eases that target the malnourished 
— diabetes and heart disease. 

Dental implants restore the natural 
chewing function, allowing for the 
consumption of vital food sources 
needed to maintain health.

Any weight 
loss by such drugs can at best be 
temporary. The water is quickly 
replenished and then the weight 
returns. 

Some women tend to retain 
water during pregnancy, during 
their menstrual period and dur- 
ing the onset of menopause or 
change of life. The occasional 
use of a water pill is usually not 
harmful. But their continued 
use must be regarded as a 
threat to safety. There are some 
disorders of the kidney and an 
imbalance of the hormones that 
may effect water retention. 


It is foolish to believe that wa- 
ter pills can sustitute for a sensi- 
ble, well-regulated, low-calorie 
and disciplined diet.

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Older population soon 


to be in the 


By the year 2000, the median age 
in America will be 45 years old, ac- 
cording to Dr. Warren D. Roberts, a 
clinical psychologist who counsels 
the elderly. As the median age con- 
tinues to rise as people live longer, 
an older population is becoming the 
majority in our society, he said. 

This rising number of senior citi- 
zens in America is exemplified by the 
fact that Modern Maturity, a maga- 
zine for senior citizens produced by 
the American Association of Retired 
Persons, has the largest circulation 
in the United States — higher than 
publications such as Newsweek or 
TV Guide. 

However, the elderly, those 65 and 
older, have the highest suicide rate of 
any group in America, 50 percent 
higher than the general population, 
according to representatives at 
Yorba Hills Hospital and Mental 
Health Center. In as many as two- 
thirds of these cases, the underlying 
cause of suicide may be depression, 
a treatable emotional illness. 

Their feelings of sadness and 
hopelessness stem from society's 
negative view of the aging process in 
addition to the changing ties and 
roles in the family structure, Roberts 
said. 


This callousness toward the el- 
derly is a contributing factor for the 
depression and other emotional 


problems that the elderly face, Rob- 
erts said.

pression among the elderly, espe- 
cially men, is the stigma attached to 
retirement, Roberts said. In a society 
where production is foremost, retire- 
ment is viewed as an end rather than 
a beginning. 

Another factor is the continuing 
move away from the “extended” fam- 
ily, where taking care of aging par- 
ents waS common and expected, 
Roberts said. 

Of those children who become 
caretakers of their parents, 92 per- 
cent are women, according to Rob- 
erts. Even in families where the 
husband’s parents need care, the 
daughter-in-law typically takes the 
responsibility of taking them to the 
doctor or accompanying them to the 
store, he said. 

Relationships between aging par- 
ents and their children begins to be 
Strained as the caretaker role 
changes. As the child becomes more 
of the parent, certain resistances and 
struggles create communication and 
@ilationship problems. 

“| have never seen a family where 
this isn’t a problem,” Roberts said 
“There is a complete role reversal. It 
is hard for the child to give the orders 
and it is hard for the parent to follow 
those requests. They still see their 
child as a child. There will be frustra- 
tion and anger directed toward the 
caretaker.”

A World War II veteran, Bood- 
man said he came to Los Angeles 


in the late 40s to study education. 


And Boodman was quickly bitten 
by the theater bug. 

“Studying with (actor and dra- 
ma teacher) Lee Strasberg 
opened a new world to me and he 
became my mentor. I’ve used his 
method of directing ever since,’ 
Boodman said. 

While teaching elementary 
school, he became involved and 
worked with many of Los Ange- 
les’ small theaters. 

After 15 years in LA, Boodman 
moved to Orange County where 
he taught English, journalism, 
speech and drama at Troy, Sunny 
Hills and Fullerton High schools. 


Continuing his education at Cal- 
ifornia State University, Long 
Beach for his master’s degree, 
Boodman gained his first Orange 
County community theater acting 
experience in a play directed by 
longtime Orange County director 
Tom Titus. 

“TI admire Titus greatly for his 
many contributions and tenacity. 
He’s made a real difference in 
Orange County theater,’’ Bood- 
man said. 

“I yolunteered for every phase 
of theater, working with Irvine, 
Laguna Beach, Westminster and 
Mission Viejo among others. I’ve 
been involved with the production 
of more than 400 plays in Orange 
County,’’ Boodman added. 

Simultaneously, he began writ- 
ing theater reviews, starting with 
dinner theaters. As a radio re- 
viewer he worked for KNOB, 
KOCM, KEZY and KSBR. His 
written reviews have appeared in 
many local newspapers including 
The North County News. 

After retiring from teaching 
high school, Boodman founded 
and produced more than 200 


plays under the title of American 
Children’s Theatre. The Anaheim 
Cultural Center was the home for 
these plays. 

“T set a record of 550 continu- 
ous performances from May 1987 
to June 1992. I regret the closure 
and eventual destruction of that 
site,” he said. 

Thirteen years ago Boodie suf- 
fered a heart attack and under- 
went an angioplastic operation. 
He suffered a second heart attack 
four weeks ago and underwent 
another angioplasty. 

The attack came just two 
weeks before opening night of 
“Educating Rita,’’ which he was 
to direct at the Ensemble Theatre 
in Orange. R. A. Blankenship, Jr. 
took over the direction of that 
play, which opened to critical ac- 
claim on April 29. Boodman said 
he plans to attend ‘‘Rita’’ some- 
time before it closes on May 22. 

In addition to his theatrical 
ventures, Boodman served as a 
Boy Scout leader for 25 years. Di- 
vorced, Boodman has three 
daughters who are all involved in 
journalistic and artistic events.

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Question: Someone said my 
rear sway bar is broken on my 
1975 Firebird. Do I need to fix or 
replace it? — M.S. 

Answer: The Auto Club recom- 
mends that you replace the rear 
sway bar (sometimes called sta- 
bilizer bar). It cannot be re- 
paired and driving without a 
sway bar can be dangerous. 

A sway bar prevents your ve- 
hicle from leaning during sharp 
turns or maneuvers and also af- 
fects how the front or rear of the 
vehicle behaves. When the sway 
bar is broken or removed, the 
suspension behaves unpredict- 
ably. This repair is best done at 
a competent mechanical repair 
shop not only because of the way 
it needs to be replaced, but also 
because it is an important safety 
feature as well. 


Question: I’ve been looking at 
used cars and I’m confused. 





How do you know which noises 
are normal for a particular car? 
— JL. 

Answer: The easiest way is to 
drive several new models of the 
same car. Drive them over 
bumpy roads, accelerate quick- 
ly and stop, and also drive them 
on the freeway. Listen to the en- 
gine with the hood up when it is 
first started cold and also after 
driving the car for awhile. If a 
used model with the same en- 
gine sounds different than the 
new model and makes additional 
noises, there could be something 
wrong. Always remember to 
have a qualified mechanic check 
any used car thoroughly before 
you buy it. 


Question: Recently, I was 
driving my 1985 Ford LTD be- 
hind a gravel truck that dropped 
gravel all over the road. The 
bouncing gravel severely pitted 





my car’s windshield. Is there 
any way it can be buffed out or 
fixed? — C.C. 


Answer: For safety reasons, 
the Auto Club recommends that 
you replace the windshield. 
Windshield glass can be buffed 
out, according to several auto 
glass shops. However, none of 
the shops will guarantee their 
work for two reasons. First, 
some of the pits may be too deep 
and cannot be buffed out. Sec- 
ond, buffing a windshield may 
distort what is seen through the 
windshield and cause head- 
aches for the driver or passen- 
ger — similar to wearing the 
worng eye glasses. 


Perhaps you should review 
your auto insurance policy. You 
may find that all or part of the 
cost of windshield replacement 
is covered by the policy.

Recent NASA “space photos” 
provided a dramatic look at the 
“hole’’ developing in the earth’s 
protective ozone layer.

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Local inventory levels increase markedly 


North and east Orange County 
resale inventory in months’ sup- 
ply, a barometer of the resale real 
estate market’s overall condition, 
increased sharply during the sec- 
ond quarter when compared to the 
first quarter of this year and the 
same quarter of 1992. 

The findings suggest that a sub- 
stantial number of hopeful home 
sellers placed their homes on the 
market during the first months of 
the year hoping that a strong sec- 
ond and third quarter selling sea- 
son would materialize. 

Months’ supply is a formula 
which arrives at a single number 
representing both current supply 
and demand of the preceding 12 
months. The supply number esti- 
mates the number of months it will 
take to exhaust the inventory pro- 
vided no new homes are added to 
the market and buyer activity re- 
mains constant. 

While the study finds expanding 
inventories in the middle price 
ranges (which suggest continued 
weakness), it also suggests less 
competition among sellers in the 
lower and upper price ranges.

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Home sales stay 
at a healthy level 


Despite a drop in activity due to ex- 
tremely severe weather, sales of previ- 
ously owned homes remained at a 
healthy level in March, according to the 
National Association of Realtors. 

The association recorded a seasonally 
adjusted annual sales rate of 3.36 mil- 
lion existing single-family homes in 
March, down 4.0 percent from March 
1992, when the resale rate was 3.50 mil- 
lion units. The year-to-year drop was the 
first posted by NAR since June 1992. 

According to NAR President William 
S. Chee, the March resale rate reflects 
the effect of the major blizzard and dam- 
aging floods that hit much of the east 
during the middle of the month, bringing 
housing activity to a virtual standstill for 
several days. ‘‘Sellers and buyers lost a 
week in March,” Chee said. 

Low mortgage rates are continuing to 
make home ownership very affordable. 
The Federal Home Loan Mortgage Corp. 
reported that the national average com- 
mitment rate for 30-year, conventional, 
fixed-rate mortgages was 7.50 percent in 
March, down from 7.68 percent the previ- 
ous month, and down from 8.94 percent in 
March 1992. 

Last month’s national median existing 
single-family home price was $106,000, 
which was 1.6 percent higher than one 
year earlier when the price was $104,300. 
The median is the midpoint in the price 
range — half the homes sold cost more, 
half cost less. 

Through March, 731,000 existing single- 
family homes had been sold nationwide, 
representing a 1.1 percent increase over 
the total for the first three months of 1992. 

The midwest was the sole region to re- 
cord a year-to-year resale pace increase 
in March. The resale rate in that region 
was 920,000 units last month, up 1.1. per- 
cent from one year earlier. The median 
existing- home price in the midwest was 
$85,200, up 5.1 percent from March 1992. 

In the northeast, the resale pace of 
500,000 units dropped 5.7 percent from 
March 1992. The median price for exist- 
ing single-family homes in the northeast 
was $140,800 last month, down 2.9 percent 
from one year earlier. 

The south posted a resale rate of 1.25 
million units in March, down 6.7 percent 
from the March 1992 pace. The region’s 
median price was $92,200 last month, un- 
changed from one year earlier. 

Weak economic conditions in Califor- 
nia caused sales in the west to decline. In 
that region, the resale rate was 700,000 
units in March, 4.1 percent below that for 
March 1992. The median price in the west 
was $144,100 last month, up 0.1 percent 
from March 1992.

TRADE 
SECRETS 


What was originally a business plan 
gone awry has become a hidden South- 
ern Californian town that offers a wel- 
come respite for urbanites. 

Beginning in 1906, the Santa Fe Rail- 
way company made a land grab of 
nearly 9,000 acres some five miles east 
of the Pacific and 35 miles north of the 
Mexican border. The land was blan- 
keted with seedlings for 3 million eu- 
calyptus trees, from whose wood rail- 
way ties were to be made. 

In 1917, after it was discovered that 
eucalyptus bark wasn’t strong enough 
for the job, the company began devel- 
oping the land for residential lots. 
With that, the history of Rancho Santa 
Fe as we know it today began. Under 
the watchful eye of architect Lilian 
Rice, the steady but controlled devel- 
opment of Rancho Santa Fe was start- 
ed. Rice’s plan was to preserve the 
area’s natural beauty through the de- 
velopment of an architectural homo- 
geneous town in the Spanish Colonial 
Revival style. 

Inextricably linked to the town’s his- 
tory is The Inn at Ranch Santa Fe, a 
rambling compound of bungalows, 
rose gardens and private eucalyptus- 
lined streets. Started in 1922 as a 12- 
room guest house for associates of 
Rice, The Inn has since grown into an 
85-room establishment. Despite the 
growth, it has managed to retain the 
charm that made it a magnet for the 
rich and famous. 

During the ‘40s, Hollywood stars 
such as Bette Davis, Errol Flynn and 
Jimmy Stewart came to The Inn to 
escape from the eyes of the city. 

More than 40 years later, The Inn 
and the town of Rancho are still con- 
sidered by many to be a secret en- 
clave, yet to be discovered by the rest 
of the world. Innkeeper Duncan Royce 
Hadden oversees the operations, just 
as his grandfather did in 1958. 

From The Inn’s living room, nearly 
all of the village can be taken in with 
the eye. Paseo Delicias Avenue, the 
town’s main street, ends at the lawn of 
The Inn. 

After a stay in Rancho, one realizes 
that life doesn’t always have to move 
at a neck-breaking cadence to be satis- 
fying.
